1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk. 
2. To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen. . 
3. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Treasurer. 


4. To choose Road Agents and all other necessary town officers, 
including Fish and Game Warden. 


5. To bring in your votes for Delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention, to be held at Concord, N. H., June 5th, 1912. 


6. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
maintainance of the poor and other necessary charges arising with- 
in the town.

7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for laying 
out and maintaining and building highways and bridges. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for break- 
ing roads during the winter of 1912 and 1913. 


9. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote to raise to 
build State Road.

JOHN L. McINTIRE, School Treasurer. 
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To the Citizens of Milan: 


That you may better understand some things in regard to your 
schools, I submit to you the following, for the chairman, who has 
moved to another state. 

Mr Twitchell was a member of the board until he went away, 
although he did very little work for the schools after July 15. As 
the two other members found no one who was willing to fill the va- 
cancy, and it was so near the close of the fiscal year, they have en- 
deavored to do the work of the board, and trust you will be lenient 
in your judgments. 

As you will see by the tabular report every school has had thirty 
weeks, and some more, during the year. This has been done as 
some might fall short to make sure of an average of thirty weeks. 
The districts, by keeping a good attendance will be able to share 
equally with the villages. Please note carefully in regard to the 
attendance and perfect attendance. This has been lowered some- 
times for slight causes. Scholars should be trained at home to 
think school is their business and that they must attend to it every 
day. Vaccination caused considerable absence. The school board, 
in behalf of promotlon of the pupils and on account of the liability 
of decreasing the attendance, persuaded the Board of Health to de- 
fer vaccinating till the schools had closed, expecting they would 
attend to it early in vacation, so the pupils would be ready for the 
fall term. But, as you know, it was not attended to till late in 
vacation, and in many cases not until schools had begun. Thus 
many children who might have had perfect attendance were sick 
and absent from school. 

Compulsory vaccination of all children, unless unfit subjects for 
it, as vouched for by a physician, before they enter school is no 
new law, but it has not been enforced here. I trust all you par- 


ents will see that you do your part, so that the Board of Health 
can exclude none of your children from school, nor vaccinate them 
during a term of school. 

In four schools the same teacher has been retained for the year, 
and some have taught the same school for several years, to the 
great advantage of all. But one school has suffered from three 
teachers during the year. Owing to sickness of the teacher for 
fall on Milan hill the school was much broken up. 

No changes have been made in text books. Many of the lower 
grade readers have worn out and been replaced. ‘‘Progressive 
Road to Reading’’ has been introduced as supplementary work in 
the second and fourth grades, and more supplementary reading 
will need to be supplied for next year for other grades. 

Few repairs have been made except on the Hamlin schoolhouse. 
This has been thoroughly repaired, painted inside and out, and 
shingled, so that it is a very neat looking school home. The teach- 
er and scholars have kept the room neat, and made it attractive 
with decorations of their own making. They gave an entertain- 
ment, using the proceeds for the purchase of lamps. I know of no 
year before when the attendance has warranted the continuance of 
this school for even thirty weeks. This year it has been kept open 
thirty-two. Four days, when the roads were impassable, the 
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scholars were conveyed. I wish to congratulate the school on its 
attendance, most of the scholars living far from the schoolhouse, 
and on the interest taken in their school work. 

Please do not think, citizens, that this is the only school making 
improvement. But the situation of this district is very different 
from the others, and it has done su well this year I can but men- 
tion it. In most of our schools marked advancement has been 
made, and many clildren have attended through snow and blow 
that would have kept grown people at home. 

It looks as if we had paid the teacher in our smallest school high- 
er wages than for the other districts, but please notice that she is 
a qualified teacher. 

First year high school work was given for a few weeks at West 
Milan. The class did not enter till school had been in session some 
weeks; the lessons had to be heard after 3.30 p. m., as the grades 
gave all the work the teacher could do till then. We could not as- 
sure the class it would be able to enter the second year of high 
school, andit dropped out, after adding quite a little to our ex- 
pense, and giving small satisfaction. 

I would ask you, citizens, to be liberal in your appropriations for 
schools. We ought to furnish thirty-two weeks in every school 
next year. Weneed more maps and globes for our rural schools. 
These are not extravagances, as you cvuuld see by visiting a school 
where they are used. More good reading books are needed, for 
better reading helps to make the work in other branches easier and 
better. The village school rooms are very shabby. They needa 
thorough fixing up, and it will cost considerable; one ceiling at 
least will have to be new. More attractive school rooms, with 
teachers who will care for them, are a factor not to be discounted 
in the success of our schools. 

As in years past, I urge you, parents, to visit your schools often. 
You can help teacher and scholars to better efforts and aid in se- 
curing better discipline. Commend their work when you can, and 
do not run down the teacher before the scholars. By all pupils 
attending school with the aim to learn all they possibly can, and to 
conduct themselves properly, our schools can improve the good 
standing which most of them now have. Let us make the year 
1912 the banner year for advancement in our schools. 

A patriotic citizen has offered a silk flag of our country to the 
school presenting the best program at the Flag Day exercises, this 
flag to be the property of that school until another school has 
merited it by presenting a better program.
